Until recently the culture of celery 


has been ijiiitu limited in most parts ol 
this country. 
At present its cultivation 


is ohiotly confined to market gardens 
in the vicinity of larjje towns. During 
the past few years there iiave been large 
plantations of it in many of the North- 
ern States. Its cultivation is increasing 
much faster than that of any garden 
vegetable. Still the demand for it is 
rarely ever supplied. During the oyster 
season and while poultry is abundant in 
the market it is often very difficult to 
obtain celery enough to meet the de- 
mand fur it. 1'ersons who become ac- 
customed to the use of celery dislike to 
be deprived of it during the winter sea- 
son when other vegetables are scarce. 
Still celery is almost unknown as an 
article of food in the country and in 
small towns. It is rarely ever seen on 
the tables of farmers who might have it 
in abundance. 
Many people in the 


country never use it, because there is 
none for ;sale in their vicinity, and be- 
cause they do not know how to raise it 
without great trouble and expense. 
Some-have seen it in cultivation, but 
the methods employed were so costly or 
laborious that they were deterred from 
adopting them, ll was formerly thought 
neaessary to sow the seed and to raise 
this young plants in a green-house or 
hot-bed,"to transplant them several 
times before they were placed in the 
positions where they were to mature, 
and to dig deep trenches for the plants 
to grow in after they were of consider- 
able size. It was also thought neces- 
sary to shade the plants after they were 
first set out, and to do all the work of 
cultivation with hand-tools. Even with 
all this labor the crop was a very un- 
certain one. It was liable to be de- 
str. 
1 by the rust, a lack of moisture, 


or ii.. accumulation of water in the 
trencher. 


The cultivation of celery has been 


much simplified during 'the past few 
years, and the varieties raised have been 
much improved. 
The giant varieties 


have; been generally discarded for the 
reason that it takes much longer for 
them to mature, while they are liable to 
more injuries, and require a greater 
amount of care. 
Small or dwarf va- 


rieties are 
now 
generally 
raised. 


These 
mature 
much quicker, 
are 


subject to less injuries, and are much 
more easily raised and prepared for the 
table or market, as the labor of blanch- 
ing is leis. 
It is now comparatively 


easy for any one living on a farm or in 
a village to raise a sufficient amount of 
celery lor the supply of a family. Celery 
is also a profitable and somewhat easy 
crop to raise in most parts of the coun- 
try. 
If the land is quite valuable celery 


can be raised on ground that has pro- 
duced one crop of early vegetables. The 
crop dons not do well in localities sub- 
ject to protracted droughts or to high 
winds, unless protection in the form of 
trees, fences, or vising ground is af- 
forded. ;The plants do best on soils that 
are quite moist. 
Very large crops of 


celery have been raised on bogs that 
have'lieen drained and on sandy soils 
that are well supplied with water. If it 
is plji'.'.t • • • ' on sandy soils, considerable 
man 11 • .nust be'used. 
To prevent 


much lnh:ir the soil should be quite free 
from tht> grass and the seeds of weeds. 
If the ground is not naturally rich, well 
rotted stable manure will be found to be 
the best general fertilizer. 
Salt and 


wood ashes am also desirable. The soil 
for raising celery should notonly be tol- 


,»„! »»«,.. a'US ruff occurs Tor a 
considerable period, the ground must be 
artificially moistened wfien the_ plants 
are set out. The soil should be in good 
condition in advance of the time of 
transplanting. It should be plowed or 
spaded quite deep, and further pulver- 
ized with a harrow or rake. The rows 
should be entirely straight to render the 
work of cultivation easy. It is best to 
use a line in setting out plants. 
If 


giant varieties are cultivated the rows 
should be five feet apart, if medium- 
sized varieties are raised they may be 
tour feet, and if dwarf kinds are selected 
they may be within three feet of each 
other. The plants are set in the rows 
from six to nine inches apart, according 
to the variety cultivated. A dibble is 
the best implement to use in setting out. 
The plants should be nicely trimmed 
before they are set out. It is best to 
have one person prepare and drop the 
plants where thev are wanted, and 
another set them o'ut. The soil should 
be well pressed about them when they 
are in the proper place. 


The plants make a very slow growth, 


even under tho most favorable circum- 
stances, for some time after they have 
been placed in their new locations. 
After they have boon established, how- 
ever, and received suitable cultivation 
they grow rapidly. The first cultivation 
consists in loosening the soil about the 
plants with a hand-hoe and in keeping 
it free from weeds. The plants or the 
ground about them should never be dis- 
turbed when they are wet with rain or 
dew. Rust is generally produced by 
cultivating tho plants when they are wet. 
After-cultivation consists of working the 
soil between the rows with a harrow, 
cultivator, small plow, or the hand rake 
or hoe. The latter implement should 
be employed between the plants, no 
matter what is used to keep the ground 
mellow between the rows. 
The plants 


will become quite large by the 1st of 
September, by which time' the plants 
required for early use should 
be 


••worked" or banked up to in order to 
blanch tbe leaves. This process consists 
in gathering the leaves together in one 
hand and drawing the earth about them 
with a hoe. In large plantations one 
person gathers the leaves and holds 
them firmly, while another draws the 
earth about them. After the leaves are 
supported by the earth brought about 
them by the hoe, a plow is employed to 
throw up a larger quantity. In banking- 
up great care must be taken to prevent 
any earth from getting between the 
leaves. The tops of the leaves should 
not be covered by tbe earth. They should 
be allowed an opportunity to grow, and 
will in a few weeks become long enough 
to require a second banking. This op- 
eration must sometimes be repeated 
more than once.—Chieaqv Times.

are wanted for setting out. Persons 
who wish only to i'ai<« plants for the 
use of tho family <"in start them in a 
bos, like tho^e iV(«.l for holding raisins, 
for instanrp, which is kept in it sunny 
exposure in t lie hon--e while tho weather 
is cold, :iml pliu'ed out nf doors when 
the wi'.ather i» favorable. 
The earth in 


the liox sh'.mM IM quite rich and free 
from foul sei'd-i. st>mo heat tho soil over 
a firt-in order In do-troy the seeds of 
weeds it in iy ironbiin. The earth must 
be quite iii'if-it, and after the plants are 
of fonsidorab'e sixc it is well to place 
the. 
bottom "1'tho box occasionally in 


water, and nllow t h < > earth to absorb all 
the moisture it will. For raising a large 
number of plants it is better to make 
use of a ricid-beil in the open ground. 
It should bo about six fuel wide, and as 
lonft as is necessary to raise tho plants 
desired. Tin- --oil in the bed must be 
rich, well pulvei'ized, and free from foul 
seeds. Some practice burning over the 
seed-bed in order to destroy insects and 
the seeds of wecd-i. The seed should be 
sown in rows uboiit ten inches apart. 
Ihev should be straight and marked by 
stielis nl tho end-. 
It is 'also desirable 


todmii rudi-h stiod in 'he rows, about 
Six inoncs apart, xney will germinate 
quickly and -»v>w where the rows are, 
and will alsi. .Jlow the ground between 
them to he worked before the young 
plants appear. The soil between the 
rows should be worked twice a week, 
nnd great pains taken to prevent any 
weeds or grass from growing. If the 
soil becomes quite dry it must be moist-, 
ened, the water being applied at night. ' 
Tho seed, will germinate quicker it it is 
soaked in warm water a day and night 
before it is sown. An application of 
liquid manure will cause the young 
plants to grow more rapidly. If the 
plants are quite thick they should be 
thinned out so they will stand about an 
inch apart. 


If very choice stalks of celery are de- 


sired, it will pay to remove some of the 
plants when they are quite small into 
nursery rows and to give them thorough 
attention. They should stand two or 
three inches apart in the rows, and the 
TOWS should be far enough apart to al- 
low the hoe to be used between them. 
Whether the plants stand in the place 
where they were raised till they are put 
in permanent positions or are removed 
into nursery rows, they should be 
trimmed several times in order to render 
them stocky. The bottom leaves should 
be taken off and the top ones shortened. 
This work should be done with sharp 
shears. In setting the plants m per- 
manent rows, it is best to shorten the 
roots if they are quite long. Trans- 
planting may be done at any suitable 
time from the middle oJ June to the flrst 
of August. The most favorable time for 
trananuntmtz it dnrlne or tanwdiftfcelF

Methods o! locomotion in Japan. 


A Japanese horse ia so cheaply ob- 


tained, and the cost of keeping it is so 
insignificant, that it is the fashion here 
to keep a pony and trap for individual 
or family use. One of the indispensable 
auxiliaries of an outfit of the pony and 
trap is a "betto." A "betto" is hostler 
and outrider, or rather he is an outrun- 
ner, 
as his place has been determined 


by imgo to be near the head of the 
team. These fellows run like racers, 
and do away with the necessity of 
hitching-posls and fastening gear; your 
"betto" is sure to be even with the team 
when the lines are slackened and the 
aw.upant ready to alight. It is seldom. 
that a gentleman lakes tho lines when 
there are ladies in the vehicle. 
Gener- 


ally Hie ladies drive without male com- 
panions, and many of them have devel- 
oped considerable ability in handling tho 
lines. The most inexpensive mode of 
locomotion for any one residing here is 
to join the jin-vikisha. brigade. One of 
these r.otnfortablo establishments,with a 
gig-top attachment for protection against 
rain, can be purchased for about $25. 
A. man can be hired for about 89 ft 
month to be constantly on hand for 
propelling purposes, and he will travel 
•about as far in a ilay as the average 
3f|uiue stock of the country. He requires 
no "bfit.to" or grooming; takes care of 
him'eU'and tho rikisha; comes in the 
morning and is at your command as 
long :H needed. 
The jin-rikisha is an 


indispensable affair wherever it is intro- 
duced, and there are many thousands 01 
them in Japan.—'"or. San Fnnrisco 
Chronicle.

interesting: Extracts from a Bocent Letter 


Written by Mr.Li. UiBurrows, 


Now in Europe. 


ROME, March 1.—After my last letter 


from Pisa we visited the Leaning Tower, 
and ascended to the top, and then to the 
Cathedral and Baptistry. 
These three 


magnificent biddings are situated close 
together, and we were well paid, by.the 
grandeur of the view from the former and 
the elegance of the latter. 
Our next 


point of interest was the Campo Santo, a 
very large building, in the open court of 
which is the holy cemetery, the earth of 
which consists of 70 ship loads brought 
from Mt. Calvary. 
This took up the 


morning, and we left on the noon train 
for Rome, where we arrived at 9:30 p. m., 
and are very comfortably quartered atthe 
Hotel Continental, a splendid house, and 
finely situated. We started out yesterday 
morning with a guide to undertake the 
great work of seeing the sights of the 
Eternal City, and have now done two j 
days hard work, with au excellent guide 
and a carriage, I do not know where to 
begin to tell you anything about it, nor 
could I wnte it all up iu a week if I bad 
the time; but 1 must take time to mention 
St Peter's, where we climbed to the highest 
point allowed, viz., into the great gilt ball 
on thedome, arid St. Paul's; have visited 
ttie interior of 15 churches, the Coliseum, 
Forum, Appian Way, Baths of Caracula, 
the Vatican, the Castle of St. Angelo, 
Arches of Titus, Septimtta, Servius, Con- 
stantine and others, and old ruins without 
end, and yet I find it very hard to realize 
that at last, after so many thoughts of 
Rome and its seemingly great distance 
from home, that I am actually walking 
ite historic streets and gazing » the 
originals of those wonderful pictures that 
are so familiar to school boys. 


NAPLES, March 3,-We left Rome yes- 


terday at 4 p. m, and arrived here at u 
p. m. It was very cold when we left 
Rome, and we arrived here in a snowstorm, 
a very unusual thing here at any tame of 
the year. This morning the weather was 
so disagreeable and the wind so strong 
that it was almost impossible to get about, 
and so we devoted the time to the Na- 
tional museum, a very extensive one, and 
saw many noted works of art and all the 
wonderful curiosities exhumed from the 
ruins of Pompeii. This afternoon we 
again faced the wind and drove up on the 
high hill to the church and monastery of 
San Martino, several hundred feet above 
the city, and overlooking the bay, fur- 
nishing a view which will last in the 
memory a life tune. The church and its 
chapels are said to be unsurpassed, m 
richness of architecture and decoration, 
in the world. Everything, including the 
walls and floors, are of the richest marble, 
from all parts of the world, while the ul- 
terior decorations consist mainly of Mo- 
saic designs more elaborate than any we 
have seen elsewhere. 
We are much disappointed that it will 


be impossible to make the ascent of mt 
Vesuvius on account of the snow. How- 
ever, we can see it very plainly from the 
city with its continuous streams of smoke 
and steam issuing from its crater. Naples 
being built on the side of high hills 
makes it a very hard place to get about. 
Part of the city is beautiful, but much of 
it is as dirty a place as ever 1 saw in my 
life. It is the largest city in Italy, with 
a population of 450,000, and as a city we 
might have liked it better under more 
favorable circumstances of weather.

OVEE three million pounds of oleo- 


margarine were thrust upon the peo- 
ple the past twelve months, and yet 
batter did not fall one cent in price, 
although this vast quantity directly 
supplied the place of BO much butter 
in tho market Curiously, too, our 
supply of butter was as large as 
usual, and promiaes, owing to the 
rapid multiplication of the creamer- 
ies, to be larger, while the supply of 
oleomargarine will be doubled the 
coming year. It is a problem how 
butter kept its price in the face of 
this monster that threatened to drive 
it from the markets entirely; but we 
may naturally conclude that it is an 
impossibility to overstock the mar- 
kets with anything. 


THESE is a movement in Russia, 


which is yet hardly mentioned by 
the press, that is destined to work a 
most powerful revolution in the em- 
pire. The Greek church is very like 
the popish, with the exception that 
it recognizes the czar as its head in- 
stead of the pope. It is a church 
more spiritually dead than any or- 
ganization that confesses the master- 
ship of Jesus Christ; it is a mass of 
corruption, venality, and ignorance. 
The scriptures are practically un- 
known in the Greek church, and a 
person would be far more likely to 
find a bible in a Mohammedan than 
a Russian village. The late czar be- 
fore his death gave orders that the 
bible be translated into the vernacu- 
lar of the country, and the work was 
at once commenced. Advance sheets 
of the gospel were sent to southern 
Bussia, and the people began to read 
them. 
In many of these villages 


the people met to read and study 
the leaves, the movement including 
the nobility. Without ministers and 
expounders, but by the influence of 
the word itself, the most powerful 
religious revolution is going on in- 
side the Greek church all through 
southern Bussia, and it is estimated 
that there are 10,000 classes in as 
many towns that are engaged in this 
work, and that conversions have 
been 
almost unnumbered. 
The 


movement is followed by reforms in 
temperance, and the dirty, ignorant, 
lazy peasant is becoming a clean, in- 
telligent and thrifty citizen. The 
character of the Russian villages in 
the whole region has been changed, 
and from being the seats of vice, de- 
pravity, and sin, have become the 
abodes of moral, thrifty and honest 
people. No similar work has been 
chronicled since Luther began his 
reform in the Romish church. It is 
believed that in this religious move- 
ment of the people of Russia is to 
be found the true solution of the ni- 
hilistic question, and, if the .czar will 
foster and encourage it, a brighter
